the lives of 285 workmen, The town 
of Gary, several miles digtént, was 
shaken to its foungations and pae- 
sengera on a Wabash trait which was 
going at the rete of 40 miles an hout, 
were thrown into a panic. Window 
glaas a mile away was broken and 
residents in the vicinity were ter- 
rorized, The building in which the 
explosion occurred was one of two 
hundred smaller buildings in which 
men handling the high explosive work 
in pairs.
